NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st November 1969 

G.8.R. 2558.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1957, namely:— 

(1) This Order may be called the Fertiliser (Control) Amendment Order, 

i 960 . 

(2) In the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1957 (hereinafter referred to as the 

said Order), In clause 2,— 

(I) item (g) shall be omitted; 

(II) for Item (1), the following item shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(1) 'Registering authority’ means an officer empowered to grant a 
certificate of registration for sale of fertiliser or to register mix¬ 
tures of fertilisers under this order, appointed under clause 16 ." 

(3) After clause 4 of the said order, for the heading "Dealer In Fertiliser 

to be Licensed”, the following heading “Dealer In Fertiliser to be 
Registered” shall be substituted.

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(4) In clause 5 of the said order,— 

(i) for the words “Dealers to obtain licence’’, the words “Dealers to obtain 

certificate of registration" shall be substituted; 

(ii) for sub-clause (1), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) Subject to the provisions of clause 0, no person shall carry on the 
business of selling fertiliser at any place except under and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of certificate of registra¬ 
tion granted to him under this order: 

Provided that licences issued by the State Governments for carrying 
on the business of selling fertilisers on or before 30th November, 
1969 shall be deemed to be a certificate of registration until the 
date of its expiry." 

(6) In the said Order, for clause 6, the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

"6. Application for registration 

Every person desiring to obtain a certificate of registration for selling fertiliser 
under this Order shall make an application in duplicate to the Registering 
Authority in Form ‘A’ within fourteen days of commencing the business of selling 
fertilisers”. 

(6) In the said Order, for clause 7. the following clause, shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

" 7 . Grant and refusal of registration 

The Registering Authority shall grant a certificate of registration in Form ‘B’ 
to any person who applies for it under clause 6, unless such person had been 
convicted for any offence! under the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 or any 
Orders made thereunder within three years preceding the date of application”. 

(7) In the said Order, for clause 8, the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

“8. Period of validity of certificates ol registration 

Every certificate of registration under this Order, shall unless previously can¬ 
celled or suspended, expire on the 31st day of March next following". 

(8) In the said Order, clauses 8A and 8B shall be omitted. 

(9) In the said Order, for clause 9, the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

"9. Renewal of certificates of registration 

(1) Every holder of a certificate of registration desiring to renew the certificate 
of registration shall, before the date of expiry of the certificate of registration or 
within the grace period, if any, prescribed in that regard by a State Government, 
make an application for renewal In duplicate to the registering authority in 
Form ‘C’ together with the fee for the renewal of the registration. On receipt of 
such application together with such fee, the registering authority may renew 
the certificate of registration. 

(2) If any application for renewal is not made before the expiry of the certi¬ 
ficate of registration or within the period of grace, if and where allowed, but is 
made within one month from the date of expiry of the certificate of registration 
or the period of grace as the case may be, the certificate of registration may be 
renewed on payment of such additional fee as may be fixed by the State Govern¬ 
ment In consultation with the Controller of Fertiliser in addition to the fee for 
the renewal of the certificate of registration. 

(3) Where the application for renewal is made within the time specified in sub¬ 
clause (1) or sub-clause (2), the applicant shall be deemed to hold a valid certi¬ 
ficate of registration, until such date as the registering authority passed orders 
on the application for renewal. 

(4) If an application for renewal of a certificate of registration is not made 
within one month of the expiry of the certificate of registration and the period of 
grace, if and where allowed, the certificate of registration would be deemed to 
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have expired on. the 31st day of March next following year and any business 
carried on after that date shall be deemed to have been carried on in contraven¬ 
tion of clause 5." 

(10) In the said Order, clause 15 shall be omitted. 

(11) In the said Order, for clause 16, the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

“ 10 , Registering authority 

The State Government may by notification in the official Gazette appoint a 
registering authority for the purpose of issuing certificate of registration of dealers 
and for registering mixtures of fertilisers including special mixtures of fertilisers’’. 

(12) In the said Order, for clause 16A, the following clause shall be sub¬ 

stituted, namely:— 

“16A. Grant of a duplicate copy or renewal of a certificate of registration. 

Where a certificate of registration original or renewed, is lost, the registering 
authority may, on an application made in this behalf, grant a duplicate certificate. 
The registering authority may, on application made in that behalf, issue additional 
copies of a certificate of registration. - ’ 

(13) In the said Order, for clause 17, the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

“17. Power to cancel registration certificate 

A registering authority may, after giving the holder of a certificate of regis¬ 
tration, an opportunity of being heard, cancel or suspend the certificate of regis¬ 
tration on any of the following grounds, namely:— 

(a) that the certificate of registration had been obtained by mis-represen- 

tation as to a material particular; and 

(b) that any of the provisions of this Order or any condition of the certi¬ 

ficate of registration has been contravened. 

(14) In the said Order, for clause 18 the following clause shall be substituted. 

namely:— 


“18. Appeal 

Any person aggrieved by on Order— 

(a) refusing to grant, amend or renew the certificate of registration tor 

sale of fertilisers; 

(b) refusing to grant a certificate of registration for mixtures; 

(c) cancelling or suspending any certificate of registration may within 

sixty days from the date of the Order, appeal to such authority as the 
State Government may specify in this behalf, and the decision of 
such authority shall be final.” 

(15) In clause 22 of the said Order, for sub-clauses (1) and (3), the follow¬ 
ing sub-clauses shall respectively be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) The fee payable for the grant, amendment or renewal of any certificate 
of registration or additional copies of such certificate, or for the grant of a 
duplicate certificate of renewal or a duplicate certificate of registration under this 
Order shall be such as the State Government may, after consultation with the 
Controller, from time to time, fix; and different fees may be fixed for the grant, 
amendment or renewal of a certificate of registration, for different classes of 
dealers or for different types of mixtures; 

Provided that the fee payable for the grant, amendment or renewal of 
licence or for the grant of duplicate licen.ce on or before 30th 
November, 1989 shall be deemed to be the fee for the grant, amend¬ 
ment, renewal or grant of duplicate certificate of registration for the 
sale of fertilisers under this Order unless and until the same is 
changed by the appropriate State Government. 
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(2) Any fee paid under sub-clause (1) shall not be refundable unless the grant 
or renewal of any certificate of registration or additional copies of such certificate 
or a duplicate certificate of renewal or a duplicate certificate of registration under 
this Order has been refused.” 

(16) In the said Order, for Forma 'A', 'B’ and ‘C’, the following Forms shall 
respectively be substituted, namely-—

10. I have not been convicted of any offence under the Essential Commodities 
Act or any Order made thereunder in the three years preceding the date of 
application. 

11. I have deposited the prescribed registration fee.

knowledge and belief, and no part thereof is false.

2. The holder of the certificate shall comply with the provisions of the Ferti¬ 
liser (Control) Order, 1997 and the notifications Issued thereunder for the time 
being In force. 

3. The certificate of registration shall come into force Immediately and be 

valid upto the 31st March, 19. unless previously cancelled or suspended. 

4- The holder of the certificate shall from time to time report to the Registering 
Authority any change in the premises where he carried on his business of selling 
fertilisers. 


5. The deuler shall keep In stock for sale all the three types of fertilisers viz., 
nitrogenous, phosphatic and potassic, In straight form. Alt any time, the stock in 
terms of nulrients, of phosphatic fertilisers and of potassic fertilisers together shall 
not be less than 20 per cent of the nitrogen In nitrogenous fertilisers with the 
dealers. 


Note: 1. Where the business of selling fertilisers Is carried on at more than one 
place, a separate registration certificate should bp obtained In res¬ 
pect of each place. 

2. The original is meant for the holder of the certificate which will be de¬ 
livered against his proper and adequate acknowledgement. The 
original certificate of registration will be tom off at the place perforat¬ 
ed while all duplicates shall be kept Intact bound in the registeratlon 
book by the Registering authority.
